A resort 
to radical and violent measures to 
remove the alleged evil. if successful, 
would do more harm than good. But 
it is or, mang to seperate that which 
is fictitious or fraudulent from the part 
that is meritorious. 

Such action would create confusion 
in the money markets and in the com- 
mercial world. Provision by law may 
be made to prevent any reprehensible 
practices in the future construction of 
roads. Labor and capital can com- 
promise on the principle that it is the 
te tomas right of the employer to say 
what .he can pay for labor, and the 
pomety and absolute fight of the 
aboring man to name the price for 
which he will work; that neither has 
the right to coerce the other into com- 
pliance with his own terms. If they 
cannot agree the matter should end 
a a leawing both sides free to seek

prive men of the incentive to acquire, 
the world would soon be inhabited by 
sluggards, and be involved in the 
worst of African barbarism. Labor, 
when free and properly directed, is a 
civilizer, and no branch of the human 
race has ever progressed except 
through the influence and achieve-

The welfare of workingmen is not 
promoted by disregarding the obliga- 
tions of coutracts, as frequently oc- 
curs under the influence of labor 
organizations. Contracts should be 

unctiliously carried out on both sides. 

t carmot be expected that employers 
will pay as much in the face of uncer- 
tainty as they would if they could de- 
pend upon the cage rformance of 
contracts on che of employés. 
They must enter into engagements 
with their customers with great cau- 
tion, and cannot afford to make cr rie 


to develop and extend their ente 


as they would if laborers were re iable 
in the performance of their agree- 
ments. Moreover, the country scarcely 
knows what to do when any 


| condition may be disturbed without 
warning by strikes, which often result 
| in a resort to violence to compel wil- 


ling workers to forced idleness. No 
one has ever gained anything by om 
on a career of turbulent idieness 
have suffered, and most of all, the per- 
trators of violence themselves. Nor 
ag anything of value been accom- 
plished by contributions by, or assess- 
ments upon, workingmen, ostensibly 
to maintain organizations, except in 
behalf of the demagogues who receive 
liberal pay for management and pre- 
tended guarding of the interests of 
the rank and file. If the wage worker 
would ever become a capitalist he must 
labor faithfully and save something 
from his earnings. The more compe- 
tent he becomes, the more reliable he 
shows himself to be, the greater will 
be the wages he can command. 

It is right that whoever invests his 
money in business should have reasona- 
ble compensation for its use, and it can- 
ner be expected that any man will put 

ital into enterprises when there 

reason to believe that he will 
A be benefited, and especially where 
it is probable that he will suffer loss. 
The malevolent spirit manifested. by 
labor leaders render capitalists reluc- 
tant toembark in enterprises, and con- 
sequently the business of the country 


‘is more restricted than it otherwise 


would be, and if. there is involuntary 
idleness a prominent cause may be 
traced to the unwise conduct of ablor 
organizations. There need be no con- 
flict between labor and capital, nor 
should there be suspicions on one side or 
the other. It is not to the interest of 
capital in this country to be oppressive, 
and if any are so regardless of interest

It is estimated that as to the entirety 
of commercial commodities, labor, in 
their production, constitutes 
cent. of their value. This does not ap- 
ply to the value after they have been 
transported to points of final distribu- 
tion. If this is correct, the production 
at home of the 3$400,000,000 worth - of 
goods imported would have given em- 
ployment to 600,000 le at $500 per 
annum. In such ‘ease industrial enter- 
prise would have been stimulated and 
enlarged, more life would have been 
given to business, and a larger field 
opened for the production of raw ma- 
terials, and it is not impossible that 
employment at compensating wages 
would have been given to a million 
additional laborers, which is the great- 
est number ever claimed to have been 
in involuntary idleness in this coun- 
try. One naturally inquires why 
European nations undersell us 
in our own markets. The reason is 
obvious. The price of labor in those 
countries averages no more than 40 per 
cent. of the wages paid in this country, 
and hence the cost of production is 


maserially less—so far below the cost | pe 


here that the expense of transportation 
is scarcely an appreciable element; at 
least it does not go far in making up 
the difference in the cost of producing, 
and this difficulty cannot be removed 
under usual conditions as to crops, 
trade and peace in the United States 
and in Europe. Under such circum- 
stances we cannot compete success- 
fully in our own markets’ with 
foreign nations unless one of 
two propositions .is adopted, either 
that our workingmen shall consent to 
a reduction of wages nearly to the 
standard of Europe, or by imposing an 
import tax by Congress upon commod- 
ities which are practicable for us to 
produce high enough to make up this 
difference in wages. } 

While the principal object of a tariff 
the ex- 
penses of government, a legitimate 
and important incident is to maintain 
the wages and dignity of American 
laborers. The necessaries of life 
should be admitted free of duty when 
it wonld be unwise for us to produce 
them. When the duty impused is only 
sufficient to secure ample wages to our 

lAboring people, there is not created a 
ery: because foreigners and our 
ple are placed on a footing of 
ity, and there can be no monop- 

oln when conditions are the same. 

It has often been said, and it will be 
often repeated, thet a tax on imports 
enhances cost, ‘and that it is a natural 
right of man to buy in the cheapest 
markets; that cost is enhanced as to 
the articles taxed, and also as to those 
of domestic production which are in 
competition, is not denied, and if indi- 
vidual interest is to be considered 
without connection with the interegts 
of the community or State, then fo 
man should be interfered with by law 
in purchasing in the cheapest mar- 
kets under any circumstances, but in- 
dividual a in society is not abso- 
lute, but relative, and it is at times 
and under certain circumstances lim- 
ited for the benefit of the whole. The 
opponents of protection to American 
labor look u but one 
side of the question, and seem to re- 
rd only the purchasing class. There 
ig another class, we equally nu- 
merous, and entitled to as much 
consideration, which may be de- 


nominated sellers. While it is 
to the interest one to buyt 
cheaply, the other benefited 


by being able to sell at good prices. In 
legislatien all classes myst stand on a 
footing of impartial recognition. Our 
natural resources, and the intelligence 
and enterprise of our people make us 
an eminently producing nation. We 
are able more nearly to supply our 
own wants than any other people, and 
we cau easily produce more than: our 
necessities require us te consume. It 
is folly for us to seek markets in 
foreign countries when we cannot con- 
trol them at home. We meet the 
obstacle of cheap laber wherever we go.
